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How to Prevent It In Meat, Fish and 


Crabs. 


The reports of cases of ptomaine poi- 


soning from eating crabs should be a 
warning to housekeepers and cooks as 
to all kinds of ptomauic dangers. A 
ptomaine is not a microbe, but is tbe 
product of a microbe, as all grain alco- 
hol is the product of fermentation, 
caused by tbe yeast microbe, which 
changes sugar into alcohol. 
Alcohol 


itself is, therefore, a ptomaine, but as 
to its poisonous effects opinions will 
continue to differ. Vinegar is another 
ptomaine, the product of the microbe 
Mycodcrma acete. 
This ptomaine is 


not dangerous when properly used. 


But there are many dangerous pto- 


maines, the products of various putre- 
factive microbes. Tbe microbes them- 
selves may always be killed by boil- 
Ing, but ptomaines 
may not be so 


killed, as boiled alcohol is still alcohol. 
The only sure way, says the Baltimore 
American, to prevent ptomaine poison- 
ing in meat, fish, crabs or any other 
article of diet is to kill the microbes 
and thus prevent the production of 
ptomaine. 


Crabs are not healthy unless killed 


by severe and sudden beat, as by being 
thrown alive into boiling water. This | 
practice appears to bo cruel, but it is j jicotK the demands of mmWn

In fact, unless the greatest 
care is taken by the housekeeper an 
ice chest may become a most danger- 
ous incubator of microbes. 


Water made boiling hot is mr.n's be^t 


defense against bis infinitesimal but 
often fatal enemy, since no microbe 
can survive contact with it.

Never 
force the back of the book.

How to Sweep's1 Room. 


When starting to sweep a room get

Now 
start with a clean, even stroke of the 
broom or sweeper and sweep the floor 
in sections. 
When using the broom, 


direct the sweeping on one point, door- 
sill, center of the room, or chimney, 
and gather with a whisk .brush into 
the dustpan. 
An ordinary clothes- 


brush -will prove very useful in clean- 
ing places under furniture where the 
whisk is too large to work well. In 
very small rooms crowded with furni- 
ture it is often difficult to avoid hitting 
the walls and windows with the han- 
dle of the broom. This difficulty may 
be overcome by using a small whisk 
broom such as the children play with.
